When a delightful New England spins- 
ter rents a house for the summer with 
her charming young niece and her faithful 
maid (who has always been afraid of her 
own shadow) and when on her very first 
night is visited by mysterious footsteps, 
blood-curdling screams, queer flapping 
sounds in the attic, of which occur in the 
midst of a violent thunder storm, you 
have the background of real melodrama.
